Bishop's Page 



My dear people: 

There are many signs that we are again enter¬ 
ing an age of intolerance, when few will be ready 
to allow their neighbors to differ from them. 

In one sense, this is a good sign. Some people 
had grown tolerant of all beliefs because they had 
no real belief of their own. It is easy enough to 
be friendly to Mohammedans or Buddhists (pro¬ 
vided they keep their distance) if your own Christ¬ 
ian faith is too feeble to be real. It is easy to say 
“We are all going the same way” if you are not 
sure just where your own Church is going. Inso¬ 
far as the growing intolerance marks a deepening 
conviction about religion, we can only thank God 
for it. 

But we have to ask ourselves these questions: 
Does a burning faith demand intolerance ? Can a 
Christian be faithful to his Lord without charity? 

In one of the Quiet Days held for the clergy 
of our diocese, Principal (now Bishop) Dean re¬ 
marked on St. Paul’s phase, “Speaking the truth 
in love.” “It is possible,” he said, “to speak the' 
truth, and it is possible to speak in love, but to 
speak the truth in love is not easy.” Yet in Christ 
we can and must. As we face other Christian 
Communions, and as we face the disastrous lie 
of Communism we must speak the truth, but our 
words must be truly charitable. 

The world’s greatest need is love, and clearly 
the world is trying to solve its problems without 
being ready to love. Surely our Christian task is 
to show that all the divisions that separate man¬ 
kind can be broken down by the power of Christian 
good will. 

But mark what that means. It means that 
the battle between the sexes, between generation 
and generation, between class and class, between 
race and race, between church and church, between 
person and person, will for the Christian become 
a creative and loving controversy in Christ. It 
means that we dare not allow ourselves the luxury 
of intruding our self-will, hurt feelings, or prickly 
nride into Church affairs. 


One thing that renders me heart-sick more 
than anything else in Church life is bitterness and 
strife in the life of a parish or a church organiza¬ 
tion. How can we claim to hold the answer to the 
world’s problems if we cannot show Christ’s love 
in our own problems? 

It is said that St. John, in his old age, preach¬ 
ed only one thing over and over: “Little children, 
love one another.” What more could an old apostle 
—or a fairly new bishop—say in Christ’s name to 
his people?

EDITORIAL 

This issue of the Edmonton Churchman will convince 
readers who are not convinced already, that the Anglican 
Church in our Diocese is active and alive to its responsi¬ 
bilities. Anglican "growing pains' may be caused by such 
schemes as that written up in "Diocesan News," but growing 
pains are much more bearable than rigor mortis. 

Many people have been involved in the growing pains 
of the Diocese on committees which must number in the 
hundreds if all were counted, each of which has been trying 
in its own sphere to further the work of Christ and His 
Church. Thus we speak an editorial blessing on the status 
quo. 

While we have been making headway with our various 
concerns and challenges on the local and diocesan levels, 
other Anglicans in other places have been accomplishing 
other things. We draw your attention particularly to the 
Diocese of Huron and a recently formed group called the 
"Brotherhood of Anglican Churchmen." Formed in 1951, 
the "B.A.C." is strictly a laymens body, which started with 
a driving impetus that has gathered momentum over the 
last six years. 

Branches and Chapters of the B.A.C. are now to be 
found in ever growing numbers in the eastern Dioceses and 
a very active B.A.C. has been making its presence felt in 
the affairs of the home of the Calgary Stampeders. 


The success of the B.A.C. is partly due to the way in 
which it has been organized. Its leadership and membership 
comes entirely from the laymen of the Church working 
under the Bishop. It is so constituted that it is not just 
another organization for men designed to compete with local 
organizations at the parish level. Its policy is not "absorb- 
tion' but "affiliation." It is therefore possible for men's 
groups which now exist to become affiliated with the B.A.C. 
without going out of existence themselves. Such affiliation 
is certainly beneficial, for it provides for fellowship between 
Anglican men at the local, the Deanery and the Diocesan 
levels. And there is no doubt, from the literature and spirit 
of the B.A.C., that the movement is aiming at national status. 

The basis of membership is informative. It consists 
in subscribing to the "aims and objectives" of the B.A.C. And 
these are: 

1. To show by a living EXAMPLE our belief in our FAITH. 

2. To UNITE in a common effort Anglican Churchmen 
throughout the Diocese, by encouraging an appreciation 
and loyalty towards the WHOLE CHURCH. 

3. To pledge ourselves to regular Church ATTENDANCE 
and to active PARTICIPATION in the life and work of 
the Church. 

4. To aid and encourage all the YOUTH of our Church to 
play their full part in the Church's life. 

5. To render all possible assistance to CHURCH EXTEN¬ 
SION by bringing the cross of Christ crucified to 
unchurched hearts and places. 

Now these aims and objects are neither new nor original. 
They are, rather, the aims and objects of every conscientious 
Anglican. But what is new is the fact that they have 
become the basis of an active and growing fellowship of 
men whose concern and vision is not only for the welfare 
of the parish but of the Diocese and the Church as a whole, 
organized first on a diocesan level by laymen from many 
parishes and then at the local level by affiliation. 

Literature on the B.A.C. is readily available. Helpful 
and encouraging correspondence may be received from 
B.A.C. leaders in the east or in Calgary. 

Local chapters and Diocesan Chapters of the B.A.C. 
take on specific works of their own choosing. In Huron 
the B.A.C. made its debut some years ago by looking after 
the General Synod. In Calgary it is the B.A.C. which hers 
been responsible for "The Sower," Calgary's recently formed 
counterpart to the "Edmonton Churchman.' 

It is rumoured that the Laymen's Dinner this year may 
be hearing about the B.A.C. from a lay speaker, (for a 
change). It would be well for the men in the Parishes of 
the Diocese to think about the matter of forming a Diocesan 
Brotherhood and use the dinner as a golden opportunity. 
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NEWS FOR YOUTH 



C. A. Badges 

What badges have you been working 
on in your G.A. during the past few 
months? Right now, most groups are 
busy with their mission study, and sev¬ 
eral girls will soon be preparing to try 
for their mission study badge. Do you 
know how many badges there are in 
the Girls’ Auxiliary, and what they are? 

F'irst of all, there is the mission study 
badge, which is of course based on the 
G.A.,s mission study for the year. This 
year it is concerned with the history of 
our own diocese of Edmonton. The 
mission badge is a blue cross on the navy 
background, while the Dorcas is a gold- 
coloured cross. For the dorcas, you must 
know something about the Dorcas work 
of the W.A. and must make some article 
for this work. 

The home nursing (red), handicraft 
(orange), and Bible Study (white) all ex¬ 
plain themselves by their titles. Social 
service is a green badge, and for this 
you must learn something of the work 
of various welfare groups, both in the 
Church and in the community, and if 
possible visit a welfare centre or have 
a social worker visit your group, as well 
as voluntarily helping with European 
relief for instance, or perhaps entertaining 
patients in your local hospital. Then 
there is the churchmanship badge, for 
which you must know something about 
the services of our Church, her organiza¬ 
tion, her seasons, and so on. 

These above badges, you may have 
noticed, are all concerned with Church 
and service. Besides these seven badges, 
there are five skill and knowledge badges 
—the cooking, music, drama, and phy¬ 
sical fitness badges (the physical fitness 
badges are involved with sports and 
dances, not with lifting dumbells!), and 
the campcraft, which you may win at 
camp. 

After you win your badge in any sub¬ 
ject, you may want to go on the next 
year and win your chevron. In mission 
study and dorcas, there are stars as well 
as badges and chevrons; these stars are 
given for special service and interest 
after the badge and chevron have been 
won’, for these are the two subjects

which the group works on every year, 
regardless of what other badges they may 
decide to try. 

J. A. Stripes and Badges 

Juniors have badges too, but they also 
have stripes. The five stripes are con¬ 
cerned with a knowledge of Junior Aux¬ 
iliary, and of the missionary work of our 
Church. Games like ‘Put it in the Rick¬ 
shaw’, which the Juniors learn for their 
fifth stripe, make the children of both 
lands seem much nearer. 

Older Juniors may work for the J. A. 
Badges—churchmanship, which is con¬ 


cerned with the Church’s symbols, 
seasons, and architecture; missionary, 
which is a study of the work of the 
Church in missionary areas both in our 
own country and overseas; dorcas, which 
requires that each girl sew and knit art¬ 
icles for bales, and make a scrapebook 
for a hospital gift. Then there are two 
other practical badges—first aid, and 
nature study. Finally when the Junior is 
promoted to G. A., she receives her 
promotion badge, which is the first one 
she will wear on her G. A. uniform. 

News From the Branches 

Several of the city Junior groups have 
seen the mission study filmstrip in the 
last month. The strip is entitled ‘Elena 
of the Philippines’, and is intended to 
give Juniors a clearer picture of life in 
the Philippine Islands, which they are 
studying this year.

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DIOCESAN NEWS 



LARGE FUNDS REQUIRED IN THE DIOCESE FOR 
“UNAVOIDABLE” EXPENSES 

An announcement from the Synod Office has pointed the 
attention of the Executive Committee to certain large expenses 
which should face the diocese in the next few years. 

The estimate of future needs and expenses is of greatest im¬ 
portance for it gives a full and realistic picture of the challenges 
which face the Church and an idea of what they will cost. 

The estimate points to certain expenses which are deemed 
unavoidable. 


Necessary Expenses: 

Deemed unavoidable are such expenses as follows:— 

(1) The Diocese must work for self-support. It is estimated that 
this will require about $45,000 over the next three years. 
At the moment the Diocese of Edmonton is drawing consider¬ 
able assistance from the M.S.C.C. and using up funds which 
are urgently needed in missionary areas. 

(2) “We are faced with the problem of cars for the rural clergy” 
said the Bishop. “Right now, depreciation and repairs are 
running to about $700 per year for the Rural Parson. And 
this is an impossible drain on the stipend that he receives.” 

A plan to subsidize the clergyman on his car expences 
is now being worked out. It is expected to cost approxiately 
$60,000 in the next three years. “It is either this”, said 
the Bishop, “or something like an additional $5,000 per year 
on the Budget in perpetuity.” 

(3) Church Extension. In the past years the Synod has been 
able to assist new parishes, (and old parishes), in capital 
expenditures by making loans from funds which were care¬ 
fully guarded by Archdeacon Tackaberry. But these funds 
have finally been used up. The only funds which the Diocese 
has left are those which are held in trust and cannot be used 
for purposes other than those specified. This has happened 
at a time when the opportunities for Church extensions are 
greater than ever before. Immediate responsibilities are 
evident in such places as, Hinton, Drayton Valley, Campbell- 
town, and Jasper Place. Funds are urgently needed to assist 
these and other points make a beginning. It is expected that 
the Diocese will need at least $85,000 and possibly $160,000, 
if it is to move ahead. 

There are other fields of responsibility where the diocese 
ought to act. One of these concerns education. Some 50 
years ago when the Diocese was founded it was intended 
that an Anglican College be built on the University Campus. 
“The day is near when we shall have to decide if we are 
going to do something about that or shelve, for good, this 
prolonged hope of the Diocese of Edmonton.”

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The Goals are Possible 

What gives particular importance to the consideration of the 
Bishop and the Executive Committee is the fact that it is possible 
to raise the money required and to meet the challenges. In other 
words, to the question, “Can we accomplish all this ?” the answer is 
words, to the question, “Can we accomplish all this?” the answer 
could be, “Yes”! 

Algoma Case 

The Diocese of Algoma, in Ontario’s sparsely populated north 
is a case in point. An assisted Diocese like Edmonton and faced 
with pressing challenges in Church Extension the Diocese of Algoma 
sought to raise about $130,000, less than the minimum needed. A 
Wells Organization Director was called in to make a survey of the 
situation. The results are best described in a recent letter from 
Archbishop Wright, the Bishop of Algoma. 

Hopes 

“Our early thinking was that a capital sum of in the region of 
$130,000, was the maximum sum to which we might aspire. As the 
preliminary survey neared completion, we were able to perceive that 
this figure was too low and we set our goal at a figure of $260,000. 
Upon the arrival of our Wells Director our sights were raised and we 
set our final goal at $500,000. 

Accomplishments 

“I am happy to say that this figure has been surpassed and we 
hold in pledges for our Church extension Fund the sum of $530,050 
with the excellent prospects of a further $70,000. 

“Perhaps the prime factor which convinced us of the value of 
a Wells canvass was the fact that directly through the raising of 
this sum for Diocesan Purposes, each local Church could itself 
benefit financially through the higher giving levels achieved by the 
congregations, and this was certainly proved to be true. 

The Local Churches Benefitted 

“Local Church building funds have been increased to the 
total sum of $234,000 with an additional estimated $76,500 still to 
be received. 

“There is a liquidation of parish Debt amounting to $50,000 
which figure we estimate will finally amount to $72,000. 

“In addition to these, budget giving level in Churches has in¬ 
creased in an extraordinary manner. It is estimated that by the 
time of conclusion of canvasses at present in operation, this figure 
will show a net increase over the next three years of $239,000.” 

Archbishop Wright points to several results of the Diocesan 
Effort. Algoma Diocese is no longer assisted by the rest of the 
Canadian Church. It now stands as a self-supporting Diocese. 
The Campaign showed evidences of effective Evangelism. Con¬ 
gregations have increased tremendously and “a fresh spirit of good¬ 
will and sacrificial giving have been in evidence on all sides.” The 
total sum pledged to the work of the Church over the next three 
years now stands in Algoma at $1,221,550.00 

The Wells Organization has presented a similar plan to the 
Bishop and Executive Committee of our Diocese. It is one in which 
each parish is asked to take part. It is expected that the Executive 
Committee will be consulting with representatives from all parishes 
to reauest their support and assistance in reaching the goals which 
face the Diocese.

Emphasis should be laid on the third 
reason given for marriage in the Prayer 
Book when giving preparation—“for the 
mutual society, help and comfort that 
the one ought to have of the other, in 
both prosperty and adversity.” “Glam¬ 
our” may wear off, but true companion¬ 
ship lasts, and grows into a deeper love. 

Marriage is for adult minds as well as 
for those of adult years. So many child¬ 
ren in these days have no sense of 
responsibility in youth and teens, and 
carry that selfish attitude into marriage, 
resulting sometimes in common law 
marriage. 

In marriage there should be the ability 
to talk things through. This applies 
especially in little things which build up 
into a big wall between couples. If 
kept within and brooded upon, it is all 
apt to break through in a big flood of 
recrimination. 

Planned use of income should be part 
of the training for marriage. Plunging 
to deeply into “buying on time” and 
worrying about ability to meet payments 
can cause tenseness between young 
couples. Discussion and calculation be¬ 
forehand, should be a “must” in these 
things.

THE CHRISTIAN LIFE ACCORDING 
TO THE PRAYER BOOK 

By The Rt. Rev. II. H. Clark 
(G. B. R. E. Toronto) 

The Canadian Lenten Book for 1957 
has been written by our own Bishop. 
Those who have become accustomed to 
Bishop Clark’s clear and lucid exposition 
and vivid illustration will not be disap¬ 
pointed here. In a sense, the book is 
written in answer to a question. — the 
apparent absence, normally, of a strong 
conversion experience that is often a 
criticism of Anglicanism both from 
within and without. The Bishop shows 
that the fault does not lie with Prayer 
Book life and worship but rather the 
failure to use in its fullest, the Prayer 
Book ‘Way of Life.’ This Way calls for 
strong self discipline and perseverence in 
the rightful use of the Church’s sacra¬ 
ments and means of grace — the con¬ 
stant and regular return through the 
Church Year to the revelation of God in 
Holy Scripture — and the Common 
Prayer of the People of God, whose 
purpose is not selfish and self centred, 
but intended to raise us upward to Christ 
in praise, thanksgiving and intercession. 
There is a completeness to the Prayer 
Book, meeting and sanctifying our daily 
life and work and marking the great 
occasions of joy and sorrow, of oppor¬ 
tunity or necessity from birth even to 
death. So may the People of God grow 
in grace and in the knowledge of God, 
as they grow in years. Only if sincerity, 
humility and love are lacking can the 
Prayer Book and its Way prove formal 
and ineffective in the essential conver¬ 
sion and salvation of man. 


The book is written for the laity and 
it is to be hoped that as many as 
possible will read, mark and learn and 
enter into the life of Christ’s Church 
with a more intelligent and informed 
faith and with greater devotion to 
Christ. The title is perhaps not as 


catching as it should be for this book, 
and the Chapter forwards taken from F. 
D. Maurice may well prove difficult for 
the laity—but they are only forwards 
and in no way effect the simple clear 
writing of the Bishop.
